The German Association of 
Physicians Is co-operating with the for- 
eign office to find remunerative places 
In other countries for German doctors. 
In other words, a foreign market !• 
sought for the excessive medical prod- 
uct of the homo Industry. 
There are 


29,000 doctors In Germany, or about j 
one to every 1,000 people. 
In larger! 


cities statistics show one doctor for' 
every 800 Inhabitants. This, together 
with the fact that In Kerlln 50 per1 
cent of tho medical practitioners hav« 
a taxable Income below $714, Inspires 
tho government with grave alarm. In- 
cidentally It may be remarked 
that 


tho estimate for the total expense of 
securing a medical education and get- 
ting fairly established In practice Is 
between $0,000 and $7,000. If there Is 
any cause for alarm over the plethora 
of doctors In Germany, what shall be 
said of this country? Here there Is a 
doctor for every 550 people approxi- 
mately. With better sanitation and a 
greater knowledge of hygiene among 
all classes, with an effectual 
check 


upon the ravages of Infectious diseases 
duo to the great strides taken by med- 
ical science In recent years, why Is It 
that tho medical schools turn out 50 
per cent more students In 1901 than In 
'802? 
There -would soena to be but 


one answer, and that Is not compli- 
mentary to tho American people. There 
must be a greater fondness for being 
doctored, due either to physical de- 
generacy or a morbid growth of Im- 
aginary complaints. 
It Is doubtful If 


tho first supposition will hold In view 
of tho uniformly flattering returns of 
tho health statistics. 
There would, 


consequently, appear to be good foun- 
dation for tho latter hypothesis. As a 
modifying argument. It may be said 
with some truth that doctors are, to 
an extent, a luxury, tho demand for 
which grows with 
civilization 
and 


greater wealth per capita. 
At 
the 


same time too many luxuries tend to 
enervate tho race. TlieM^g little doubt 
the profession is ovefP^i^Ud, and tho 
example sot by GorfeSimay bo a 
valuable suggestion tttfeilerlca.

MAKING RUBBER IN" COLORADO, 


Newly Discovered Rnbber Plant In 


Supposedly Uaeless Weed. 


The announcement that rubber has 


been 
found In a supposedly 
uselesa 


weed, growing on the arid 
plateaus 


and high mesa lands of the Colorado 
mountains, sets at, rest all fears of a 
rubber shortage, says a writer In the 
World To-day. The rubber tree Is a 
product peculiar to the tropic*. The 
newly discovered rubber plant of Col- 
orado, however, grows at an altitude 
of from 5,000 to 12,000 feet, where the 
climate holds all the rigor* of winter 
and all the withering force of a ralr.- 
le£i »ummer. 
Th« discovery of the 


plant relief** the world'* rubber mar- 
ket trom lt§ dependence on the troplca 
and makes it ponlble for rubber to bo- 
come a stable crop, eren In countries 
whore extreme cold prevails. 


To V. E. Marsh, of Denver, Is due 


the credit of the discovery. He went 
to Colorado two years ago, an Invalid, 
and to regain his henlth went out on to 
the range wtth 
the cowboy* 
He 


struck the range near Doena 
Vista, 


Col., whoro he found 
tht 
cowboys 


chewing the root of a weed they call- 
ed "rabbit bush." 
After being thor- 


oughly masticated the root left a gum- 
my substance. When Mr. Marsh first 
noticed it he considered It of uioru than 
usual Interest, and at his first oppor- 
tunity sent aamplea of the weed to 
Trof. T. D. A. Cockrell, botanist at 
Colorado Col teg n, for examination. 


The professor'* tests 
showed the 


gummy snbalance to be gum elastic, 
or India rubber. When compared with 
otlvor rubbers it was found to be equal 
to the best medium grade of the trop- 
ical products. 


A clergyman vouches for the troth 


of a story which would otherwise bt 
Incredible. 
The winter of 1886 wal 


the coldest in the experience of Min- 
nesota farmers, and the live stock suf- 
fered terribly. 
About a mile from 


the clergyman's house was a piece of 
timber. 
He kept his oxen busy, he 


says, hauling wood to his house. The 
snow lay three feet deep, and the 
sledding was good. 
On the first of 


January he yoked his oxen, and In ad- 
dition to the yoke used some heavy 
harness, Including thick leather traces. 
It was 1 o'clock when he left home, 
and In an hour or so he was loading 
the wood on the sled at the edge of 
the timber. 


Meanwhile a blinding blizzard blew 


up, sweeping over the prairie at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour, and piling 
up the snow In drifts from eight to 
ten feet deep. As the wind increased 
both myself and my oxen became chill- 
ed to the marrow, says the minister, 
and I knew that It was certain death 
to man and beast to stay out any 
longer. 


Turning the heads of my oxen home- 


ward In the very teeth of that blinding 
storm, I urged them on across the 
open space between the timber and 
my house. 
But oxen, however will- 


ing, are never rapid, and the one mile 
seemed ten to me as the heavy beasts 
pushed onward. Feeling that I should 
surely freeze to death In a short, time, 
I Jumped down from my load, plunged 
homeward 
through the 
snow, 
and 


reached my barn In half an hour. 


I knew that my oxen could feel their 


way home, and fully,expected them to 
appear at the barn by nightfall if, per- 
chance, they were uot blinded by tho 
storm or lost In the increasing drifts. 
But night came on, and no oxen. 


The storm abated, and I started out 


with my hired man to find my missing 
cattle and my load of wood. 


We floundered through the snow to- 


ward the timber, but the oxen were 
nowhere to be seen. We hunted all 
night long, and arrived home just In 
time for breakfast, puzzled and mysti- 
fied. After breakfast out we started 
again, helped this time by some of our 
neighbors; but after a fruitless search 
we came back, vanquished.

bor had seen the oxen, and their dla- - 
appearance became the sensation of 
the neighborhood. 


They had either been lost for good, 


frozen to death In the deep snow, or 
else had wandered off across the prai- 
rie to some distant farmer's barn. 


We advertised In the country papers, 


offering a reward of two hundred dol- 
lars for the return of the oxen and 
the wood. One week, two, three pass- 
ed by, but still no solution. 


It was the thirty-fist day of Janu- 


ary. 
There had^been a thsjw for sgy-^ „ 


era! days, and much of the snow on 
the prairie had disappeared, leaving 
only about one foot In depth, except in 
the deep hollows of my ranch. I was 
driving a team of heavy farm horses 
over to the timber to get another load 
of wood, when, on passing through a 
small ravine a little to one side of the 
ordinary road, I noticed a movement 
in the snow. 


Drawing In my reins, I alighted, 


walked about ten feet from my horses, 
and lo! there were my oxen, alive, still 
yoked together, standing in four feet 
of snow, with just enough of their 
bodies above the snow to make a move- 
ment visible. 


They had been caught between the 


stumps of two trees, and there they 
had been for thirty days, unable to 
move, and saved from 
freezing 
to 


death only by,the deep snow that so 
mercifully had covered them. 
They 


had eaten everything within reach, In- 
cluding the leather harness, most of 
the wood of the sled-pole, the bark of 
tho tree trunks, tho twlcrs and sticks 
lying round, and the roots of the trees 
to a depth of three feet. There they 
had stood for thirty days. 
They were 


living skeletons. Every bone was visi- 
ble. Yet they were able to walk home, 
and after careful feeding for another 
thirty days they were as strong as 
ever, and were faithful animals ou my 
farm for ten years afterward.

FLOOD IN NEVADA 


Cloudburst Sweeps Away Everything In lt» Path—Communities of Douglass 


And Silver Star Wiped Out—Many Lives Lost. 


Reno, Nev.—As a result of a cloud- 


burst at 5 o'clock Saturday afternoon 
the towns of Douglass and Silver Star, 
near Sodaville, Nov., are reported to 
have been swept away. 


The news was 'phoned from 
the 


scene of the disaster to Agent Richards 
at SodaTille, and says that a cloud- 
burst flood in waves of four or five 
deep is sweeping away houses and that 
great property damage IB being done. 
Tho schoolhouse and four dwellings 
are known to have been carried off. 
Ten minutes after the first news was 
received at Sodaville, the wires were 
Interrupted and it could not be learned 
how many lives were lost. There is 
great excitement at Sodaville, as the 
people have been warned to watch for 
bodies, aud the volume of water h, in- 
creasing at that place. 


Near New Boston, six miles north of 


Podaville, the Carson and Colorado 
Railroad is covered with water to a 
depth of six inches for a distance of 
half a mile, and at Khodes,three miles 
south of here, tho same condition ob- 
tains. 


Kingman, A.T.—Rains Friday night 


brought a great rush of water through 
Truxton Canyon, forty miles east of 
here, washing out bridges and 
the 


roadbed of the Santa Fe as far as 
Hnckberry and caused thousands of 
dollars damage. The crest of torrent 
was more than thirty feet high through 
Truxton Canyon and swept everything 
before it. Telegraph poles and lines 
were swept away in a tangled mass for 
miles. 


At Crozier water ran so ueep that it 


swept away the telegraph signal sta- 
tion, poles and lines and piled them, 
with other debris, on th» big steel 
bridge. Abutments of bridges were car- 
riert out and embankments twenty and 
thirty feet in height swept aw»y, leav- 
ing the tracks in the bod of the creek. 


At Haehberry the Hood struck the 


railroad pumphouse, entirely demol- 
ishing it and sweeping debris into the 
valley below. The well was Blind level 
full of sand. 
Truxton Cnnyon for 


twelve miles is a mass of railroad 
wreckage. 


All bridges in this canyon are of 


steel with heavy stone 
abutments. 


Hundreds of men are at work from 
each end of tho washout nnd more men 
and materials arc being rushed to the 
front. 
It is reported that trains can 


not be got through without consider- 
able delay.

ited by a startling electric storm which 
paralyzed the street car and electric 
light systems for several hours.

Baker, vvus stunned by an electric bolt 
and her sight is seriously impaired us 
a result of the vivid flash which dazed 
her.

Government Report on Plants. 


The United States department of 


agriculture has just issued a report on 
plant diseases in 1903, and the loss 
from this source Is appalling,although 
the report says that the calendar year 
shows smaller losses than in many 
years. A few examples will serve to

Pear blight was more than usual!? 


prevalent this year in the east. In 
the south it is universal, and little 
effort is made to control it. In Colo- 
rado it haa spread rapidly.

Twig 


bllglit, due to the same organ ism, was 
serious on apples in Connecticut, New 
York, Ohio, Wedt Virginia and Wis- 
consin; but was less prevalent in Mis- 
souri. 


Brown rot was again less injurious 


in the eastern states, but was very de- 
structive to southern peaches, the loss 
amounting to from 30 to GO per cent, 
of the crop in Georgia. Peach leaf 
curl seems to cause immense losses 
each year, in spite of the ease of con- 
trolling it. by a single spraying, in 
Ohio, in Ottawa county alone, the loss 
from leaf curl was $50,000. The losses 
in 
northwestern 
Pennsylvania and 


western New York wore also heavy. 


Potato blight and rot caused wide- 


spread destruction, being especially 
enormous in New York, Pennsylvania, 
northeastern Ohio, Michigan arid Wis- 
consin. The damage is estimated at 
81.0.000,000 for the season in Now York 
alone. Asparagus rust is increasing 
in tile west, and important canning 
districts are badly affected.

melon wilt ia spreading in the south, 
and cantaloupe blight was injurious, 
especially in the south, the loss in 
Florida being '10 per cent.

bactoriwl wilt was found in Connecti- 
cut, and it was serioud in New Jersey 
and widespread in the south.—The 
Horttld.

The Greatest Honey Plant or Tree In 


the World. 


A few years ago we used to say that 


basswood, for a given acreage, would 
yield more honey than any other tree 
or plant known; but from the best ev- 
idence in hand it is apparent that the 
logwood of Jamaica, British Honduras 
and Hfiytl, will excel it. It is the 
most remarkable and perhaps heaviest 
nectar-bearing source known in the 
world. It comes on early in the holi- 
days, yielding honey heavily clear on 
through January. The beekeepers of 
Jamaica think nothing of securing av- 
erages anywhere from 100 to 200 Ibs. 
per colony from it. 


In point of color tho honey is equal 


to anything produced 
in the world. 


The flavor is mild, and if our tastes 
were educated to it we should pro- 
nounce it tho equal of any thing pro- 
duced in this country. 
It do»s not as 


yet compete with tho American pro- 
duct, owing to tho duty. Tho great 
bulk of it is shipped to England and 
other portions of Europe. 


Uee-keeping in the West Indies, in a 


modern way, has only just begun. 
While the United States ranks first in 
tho amount nf honey produced, and 
the number of bee-keepers, it would 
not be at all surprising to mo to learn 
that Cuba and tho rost of the West 
Indies will bo able in time to show up 
a larger nggregate tonnage per season. 
If, however, all deserts of our groat 
west should be made to blossom and 
to bless man and boast with the im- 
mense acreages of alfalfa, as some of 
tho deserts have, we shall give our 
West, Indian neighbors a long and 
hard race.— Cleanings in Heo Culture.

RAILWAYS IN GERMANY. 


Government OwMCTHlilp n Financial 


BucecHH—Klectrlc 1'ower on CiinnlH. 
Tho State Dcipnrtmont has received 


a report from Frank II. Mason, United 
States consul genoral at Berlin, says 
the Philadelphia I^d^or, Hiving new 
and Interesting dotailH on trniiHporta- 
tlon conditions In tho Gennan empire. 
Speaking of tho problem of govern- 
ment ownt.'ruhlp of public utllltie-a Con- 
sul (Joiiora! .MaHon says: 


"Tho I'rusHiuii railway system Is In- 


teresting as an Important and typical 
exuniplo of government ownership un- 
der European conditions, In which tho 
direction and service uro p\iroly otllclnl 
and the element of competition be- 
tween parallel linos wholly eliminated. 
Prom n flnnncliil Htaii(l[>olnt the system 
has been an iiiuiiic.Htloiiable success. In 
1890 the revenues of the stato railways 
oxcecdwl cxpcndltureH by $111),'JH<>,<XX), 
arid this surplus Increased to ? ITS, 738,- 
000 In 181)1). 
Under the depressed con- 


ditions of last year the surplus earn- 
ings foil nwny si>im 
%wh:it seriously, but 


tho railways still are and will remain a 
secure and Important source of rev- 
enues to the state. 


"Or. the other hand, the ijuestlou as 


to whether they servo the public as 
well in respect to low freights, elllclent 
passenger service, etc., as the sumo 
lines would do under private manage- 
ment ami the stimulus of five compe- 
tition Is a wholly different proposition 
ami 
more 
than can be consistently 


cliilmnl. The freight service is. In com- 
parison with Western standards, slow 
uml expensive, and for these and other 
reasons Is subject to frequent com- 
plaint from manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests. 
The 1'russlan CJov- 


erniiH'iit now owns and operates 10,0l>5 
miles of main and r>,Sl,"> miles of sub- 
sidiary railway lines. The six private 
companies, which the plans of .Minister 
Uudde would bring under government 
control, all of whU-h are located in 
eastern I'russia, will add 31)11 miles of 
main and 
1,0(58 miles of 
secondary 


lines to the government system. 


"Notwithstanding the overshadowing 


Interest of Prussia in her state rail- 
ways, there Is, especially In linperla 
government circles at lierlin, a keen 
and Intelligent Interest In all that re- 
lutes to the Improvement of Internal 
water routes, for it is recognized that 
under existing conditions raully 


freights for raw materials and other 
coarse, heafy merchandise can only 
come from canal and river transports 
Won, 
In deference to the general de- 


mand tot Improvement in this direction 
the government early last year formu- 
lated a plan for the employment of 
electric traction engines for 
towing 


boat* on the Teltow Canal, a new work 
now In process of construction, which 
will connect the Havel with the River 
Spree Just south of Berlin. The cannl 
is to be twenty-three miles In length, 
with one lock, and passes for a short 
distance through a lake where tugs in- 
stead of towing engines will have to be 
used. It is to be completed some time 
during next year and Is expected to 
have an annual traffic of about 1,000,- 
000 tons. 


"For obvious reasons this new canal 


will offer an admirable opportunity for 
the employment of the most Improved 
method of towing, and, 
accordingly, 


bids were solicited for an electric In- 
stallation, to comply with certain pre- 
scribed conditions, the motors 
being 


adapted to towing boats ranging from 
175 to 000 tons, loaded to 70 per cent 
of their capacity, and to be worked 
with a three-phase current of 8,000 
volts and fifty periods. 
With charac- 


teristic forethought the 
government 


placed at tho disposal of the competi- 
tors for experiment a section of tho 
Kinow Canal, which connects the Hav- 
el and tho Oder rivers at Odcrberg, 
some distance north of Berlin, and dur- 
ing 1002 tests were made which at- 
tracted great attention from engineers 
and traction experts throughout Eu- 
rope. 


Tho strotch chosen for tho tests In- 


cluded the usual dlfllcultles that would 
be encountered In actual practice. 
It 


was found that In rounding a curve tho 
light motor was derailed, and for act- 
ual service the motor nhould have at 
least eight to ten horso power. To en- 
able the towllne to clear moored boats 
and oilier obstructions along the shore, 
the line was attached to the top of a 
mast fifteen to twenty feet high and 
located centrally In the. forward sec- 
tion of the boat

Ever «lnc« 
the first pioneers flushed their wnj 
across the great plains the coyote tm« 
been an outlaw, looking for no mercy 
^t the bind of man. His predatory 
habits hav» made the animal the bun* 
of the ranchman, «nd his howl ha? 
made him the exasperation of 
the 


camper and the terror of the tender- 
foot. Then, too, his habit of skulking 
Just within rifle range hns 
nlwny 


made him n tantalizing tnrget for tha 
man with the rifle. 


In spite of his unpopularity with all 


classes of men, however, the coyote ban 
managed to hold his own better thnn 
any other animal In the great West. 
The antelope Is swifter of foot, may- 
hap, but, not having the cunning of 
the coyote, hns been lured within rifle 
range until practically exterminated In 
many States. The ranchman's lust for 
fresh meat, the eastern tourist's desire 
for autlors and elk teeth, and the na- 
tive who slnys for the market have de- 
populated Colorado find several other 
States of their best game. The benr, 
cougar and bobcat have felt the satne 
blighting Influence, 
but

coyote 


still figures In the skyline of tho aver- 
age Western picture. Sometimes he is 
nnwlse enough to eat of poisoned oar- 
casses of cattle, but this Is seldom, 
Again, he falla a victim to a coyote 
"drive" organl/.ed by ranchmen and 
participated In by townspnople, tender- 
foots, newspaper correspondents and 
amateur photographers.

where the prairie pest flourishes. An 
average "drive" participated In by sev- 
eral hundred Individuals will yield 
sometimes as high as twenty coyotes, 
and sometimes none at all.

It la O«» of the Achievement* of Mod* 


eta Chetnltrtry. 


"Chemistry is incessantly tt work 


to create new industrial vnlueg from

the skimmed milk. The right market 
for the milk skimmed for the purpose 
of butter making is really the vital 
question of the milk Industry. Skim- 
med milk has been used for various 
purposes—for the manufacture of su- 
gar of milk, as food for animals -ind 
for milk champagne, which is skim- 
med milk mixed with fruit juices and 
Impregnated with carbonic acid.
